CAPTURE OF AN AMERICAN SLAVER, 
373 NEGROES RESCUED. 











On Thursday last, the 10th iust., the inhabitants 
lof St. Ann’s Bay were thrown into a state of con- 
i siderable excitement by the arrival of a schooner 
'—evidently American—towed into port by her 
|Majesty’s brig Arab, It was soon ascertained 
ithat the schooner was a slaver, and that she had on

RULE OF THE SLAVE POWER. 


The Anti-Slavery struggle was commenced pri- 
marily and exclusively with reference to the eman- 
cipation of the enslaved descendants of the Afri- 
can race in our Jand; in it are now seen to be in- 
cluded the rights and liberties of all classes of tha
